A special election to increase for one year the Sierra Madre 
Elementary School District tax rate was proposed last week by 
Superintendent Charles A. Skutt. 

The proposed increase of 30 cents per $100 assessed valuation 
was described as an emergency measure necessary to meet the 
higher costs of building the 
school’s four new classrooms. 

Mr. Skutt informally present¬ 
ed the proposal at last Thurs¬ 
day night’s regular meeting of 
the Sierra Madre Parent-Teach¬ 
er Asso c i a t i o n. The School 
Board is expected to set a date 
for the election at its next 
meeting or early in February... 

But the school superinten¬ 
dent said the election probably 
will be “within 60 days.” 

Mr. Skutt pointed out that 
the new building already is 
costing $12,000 more than the 
$86,000 voted as a bond issue 
last year. 

And an additional $12,000 
will be required to complete 
the project. Funds still need¬ 
ed are an estimated $2000 for 
site development (property on 
Auburn, including underground 
electric line): $200 for docks 
for the new classrooms; $4500 
for purchase of the Davis 
property; and $3500 for a gar¬ 
age.

If so, Sierra Madre merchants 
might well sing: “In every 
cloud there’s a silver lining.” 


Sierra Madreans had a chance 
to see a real iron lung in op¬ 
eration Tuesday. 

The “lung” was displayed in 
Kersting Court, in front of the 
Bank of Sierra Madre. It came 
in the world’s largest ambu¬ 
lance, a 10-ton truck and trail¬ 
er unit having an overall 
length of 45 feet. 

Several other polio-combat¬ 
ting devices were shown with 
the lung, Including a rocking 
bed for convalescing victims. 
The trailer unit that visited Si¬ 
erra Madre actually was used 
for emergency work during the 
severe epidemic in North Caro¬ 
lina. 

The display came to town as 
a part of the March of Dimes 
Fund Campaign here. 


Kersting Court Square into a

Only two bids were received 
by the City Council Tuesday 
night for a combustible rub¬ 
bish contract—a contract with 
which the city hopes to end its 
own rubbish pickup service. 

The two bidders were the 
Mon t e r e y Disposal Company 
and John Avedesian. City Coun¬ 
cilmen referred both bids to 
the acting director of public 
works for study and report. 

Mr. Avedesian appeared to 
be the low bidder under the 
three classifications or “meth¬ 
ods” possible—loose material, 
boxed and bailed, and private 
billing by the contractor. 

He bid 78 cents for the first 
2 cubic yards per residential 
water meter per month under 
“Method A;” 70 cents per meter 
under “Method B;” and 65 
cents under “Method C.” 

The Monterey Disposal Com¬ 
pany bid 96.75 cents under “A” 
and 87.45 under “B” for the 
first 2 cubic yards of rubbish 
collected. The company did not 
bid on “C”—the private bill¬ 
ing by contractor method. 

Sierra Madre has had no 
combustible rubbish contract 
since Nov. 30, when the one 
with Ben Kazarian expired. 
During the interim, the city 
has been doing its own pick up 
and hauling service to Monter¬ 
ey Park.

The meeting is under the auspices of the Sierra Madre Council 
for Civilian Defense. It will take the form of a "panel discussion" 
in which questions proposed by those in the audience will be 
answered by the several division chiefs of the council. 

The council will take the opportunity to report to the com¬ 
munity on the various steps which have been taken or which are 
underway to conserve the lives, the safety and the health of Sierra 
Madre citizens and their families. 

Just what is to be done to provide and equip casualty stations, 
to assure Sierra Madre of at least enough water for drinking 
purposes, to allay possible panic if and when the blows fall, to 
protect the local installations vital to the life of the community, 
and many other important matters will be reported on and dis¬ 
cussed at this meeting. 

Date and place of the meeting had not been determined as 
this issue of the NEWS went to press, but it will in the near future. 
It was believed desirable to give at least this much advance notice 
pending decision on some of the important details. 

Since the council is working without compensation for the welfare 
of every man, woman, and child in Sierra Madre, and in view of 
the urgency of the approaching emergency, it expects a "crowded 
house" at the meeting. Watch for details in next week's NEWS.

tage of every bush, tree and 
rock until she had come within 
fifty feet of the unwary pair 
as they stood, with lowered 
heads, drinking. With muscles 
tense, and tail twitching, the 
lion crouched low, paused a 
moment, and then rushed to¬ 
ward her quarry. The mother 
burro started to run, but her 
baby clumsily fell over the 
rocks and the next instant, lay 
limp as the powerful jaws of 
the lion broke its spine. 

The lion picked up the lit¬ 
tle burro in her mouth and 
carried it to the cave where she 
and the young ones ate their 
fill but not before Tom had 
been sent sprawling when one 
of the burro colt’s feet struck 
out spasmodically and hit him 
in the side. And so Tom learn¬ 
ed to be cautious, as he also 
learned rapidly to creep and 
crouch, and to take advantage 
of natural cover in stalking 
prey. While he and his sister 
had watched their mother kill 
deer, and some calves, they 
had caught nothing larger 
than a rabbit. But the two 
were growing fast, and were 
becoming more and more like 
their mother in appearance. 
They thought nothing of wan¬ 
dering ten or twelve miles 
every night, sleeping in such 
hidden places as they might 
find as daylight overtook them.

The lions jumped out, 
Tom’s mother bearing a goat, 
and ran to the mountain can¬ 
yon from whence they had 
come. Picking up the scent, the 
dogs sped in pursuit. The 
heavy, damp frost made trail¬ 
ing easy, and the dog gained 
so rapidly that the mother lion 
was forced to drop her kill. At 
last the hard-pressed lions 
sought refuge on the branches 
of some pine trees, Tom and 
his sister in one tree, and their 
mother on a tree some fifty 
yards away. The young ones 
clung in terror to their perches 
as they watched the dog leap¬ 
ing and barking beneath the 
limb where their mother was 
stretched a bare eighteen feet 
above the ground. And then 
came Pedro with his gun, and 
the youngsters saw their moth¬ 
er fall as the gun spat fire. 

The shot brought some cow 
men riding up from a round¬ 
up camp. 

“Well, she’ll never 'eat any 
more of our colts or calves,” 
remarked one of the men who 
was owner of the largest out¬ 
fit in the neighborhood.

"Many are those of a widowed 
parent who may be hospitaliz¬ 
ed and unable to give proper 
care. Others have been the 
motherless children of service¬ 
men overseas.” 

The Sierra Madre campaign 
will be directed largely through 
the mails, Mr. Rossetti stated, 
but urged those not receiving 
an appeal to address contribu¬ 
tions to the orphanage, located 
at 917 S. Boyle avenue, Los An¬ 
geles.

“Thirty-two yrs. have now past 
since 1918, the last large-scale 
sweep of the disease,” the health 
officer warned. 

He urged citizens to contact 
their physicians at the first 
signs of respiratory infection.

It is NOT an incinerator to the 
fire department unless it has 
been approved. 

Even a good incinerator plac¬ 
ed where sparks may drop into 
inflammable materials is not 
too good. The burning equip¬ 
ment MUST be approved. When 
consideration is given to the 
few fires and the low fire loss, 
there should be no objections 
to abiding by suggestions of 
fire officers.
